Space Shot Successful 
Man Up Next Week? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) A 
Mercury space craft passed its 
final test today, clearing ‘the 
way for an astronaut to ride 
an identical capsule on a sub 
orbital flight next week, 

National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration officials 
said the test, designed to test 
the capsule’s safety equipment, 
was successful although the 
space cabin failed to reach its 
expected aititude. 

The test was one of the most 
rugged the capsule could be 
subjected to and the last in a 
series before marned flight. 
It was conducted at the Fed- 
gral Space Agency's experi- 
mental station at Wallops Is- 
land, Va 

The space administration re 
ported that the rocket reached 
only 14,000. feet, instead of 
40,000 as planned. But a 
spokesman said the escape 
system designed to enable an 
to escape from a 
rocket failure appeared to 
have worked well. . 

“The escape was triggered 
under much more severe condi 
tions than will occur during 
either the manned Mercury 
Redstone (suborhital) or Atlas 


boosted (orbital) flights,” 
space agency: said 

“The capsule (fired at 9.04) 
was recovered at 9.14 a.m. EST 
and was. returned to Wallops 
station at 9.30 am. EST by 
helicopter. The capsule ap 
pears to:-be in good condition.” 

In explanation of the low 
altitude, scientists at the 
scene said “one of the launch 
ing. rockets was a little slow

in firing.” 

The’ “Little Joe” launcher 
used.in the experiment. was 
made up of six  solid-fuel 


rockets bound together in one 
rocket frame. 

After examining the. cap 
sule, the scientists said it could 
be used again in tests or 
space flights. The same cap 
sule was slightly damaged in 
the March test, but was fully 
repaired. 

Electronic data showed that 
the rocket reached-a maxi 
mum speed of 1,100 miles an 
hour

Accidents, and People, Will Happen 


EFERTS tell us frequently that the 
worst place for actidepts to people 
is the home. J+ Worst place for 
© people, too, Show me 
a home, and I'll show 
you people — particu- 
larly in the last few 
years when TV has 
been filling living 
rooms night after 
night with sleeping 
audiences. It is nat- 
ural enough that 
accidents to ‘people 
should happen largely 
Tobin where people are to 
be found. Almost every hore has peo 
ple .in it, and everybody knows that 
people are not safe to have around. 

For every roller skate left on a base 
ment stairway, for every bottle of car- 
bolic, left in the kiddies’ toy box, for 
every box of matches left sitting on a 
hotplate, there is. probably a human 
being who has left them there.

Communism channeled its border- 
crossing infjuence into forms 
against which the nuclear weapon 
could not be used. The success of 
this system has been demonstrated 
in many parts of the world in the 
ensuing years.

So far, none of the protagonists of 
the payroll tax has answered this ques- 
tion satisfactorily; in the absence of a 
convincing answer the economic theorist 
is left in command of the field, and his 
judgment is that the net effect in. en- 
couraging labor-saving methods is likely 
to be quite negligible. . 

The truth is thatthe great mass of 
both the Conservative and the Labor 
parties do not really want a more dy- 
namic economy; like so much else in 
Britain, they are stuck in a short- ted 
complacency which is only dimly at 
of what is happening in the rest of the 
world. The British economy will not 
become more dynamic through the will 
of the politicians, but in spite of them,
